THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Loudon in the 
County of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Loudon on Tuesday, the 12th day of March, next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make ap- 
propriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,600.00 for Old Age Assistance. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to allow 2% discount 
on all property taxes paid within thirty days after presenta- 
tion of tax bill. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to increase each property owners’ real estate valuation 
by 10% to recover valuation lost through anticipated 
Soldiers’ Exemptions. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
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men to take all necessary action to dispose of the Maxfield 
lot at public auction. 


8. ‘To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to convey by deed to the State of New Hampshire, 
certain premises which the town previously conveyed to 
Charles L. Merrill and since conveyed or to be conveyed by 
said Merrill to the State of New Hampshire. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $5,000.00 for State Aid Construction to complete 
the road from Route 106 at Lovering’s Mill to the Canter- 
bury line, the state to furnish $10,000.00. 


10. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to bond the town for $5,000.00, in serial notes maturing 
$1,000.00 each year, to complete State Aid Construction. 


11. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3,000.00 to purchase a used tractor and plow. 


12. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to bond the town for $3,000.00, in serial notes maturing 
$1,000.00 each year, to purchase tractor and plow. 


13. (By Petition) To see if the people will vote to 
have the selectmen cause to be erected on the site of the 
Center Church sheds, or some other suitable site, a build- 
ing to house town road equipment, and to appropriate 
$800.00 for same. 


14, (By Petition) To see if the people will appropriate 
$3,000.00 to purchase three surplus government trucks of 
suitable size, to work on roads and remove snow in season. 
Same to be purchased by the selectmen with the help of 
competent mechanics. 


15. (By Petition) To see if the people will rescind the 
vote of articles authorizing the appointment of road agents 
by selectmen and to vote to elect one road agent annually. 


16. (By Petition) ‘To have the people nominate a 
committee of four persons to work with the selectmen to 
select a road agent for the ensuing year, on said town meet- 
ing day. 


17. To see if the town will vote to rescind the vote of 
March 1942, closing the road from Pearl’s Corner toward 
Cecil Stewart’s. 


_ 18. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400.00 for the control of White Pine Blister 
Rust disease. 


19. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not exceeding one one-hundredth of one per cent 
(1/100 of 1%) of the assessed valuation based on the assess- 
ment of 1945 for the purpose of publicizing and promoting 
the natural advantages and resources of the town, together 
with other towns in Merrimack Valley Region Association, 
the sum of $71.96. 


20. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of twenty four hundred 
dollars for the purchase of the piece of fire apparatus de- 
scribed under Declaration of Surplus Property No. 0063 
DC namely a Ford 11% ton chassis with American-LaFrance 
500 gallon pump installed together with various accessories. 

It being understood that the Volunteer Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation will see that a suitable addition is made to the 
present fire station for the housing of the above mentioned 
apparatus together with the necessary equipment for heat- 
ing the same. 


21. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to bond the Town for the amount 
of twenty-four hundred dollars to cover the aforementioned 
appropriation. 


22. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

Our cover is, appropriately enough, the map of our 
town; the two main arteries of travel are shown, Route 
106 leading to Laconia and the White Mountains; the 
Old Stage Road leading to Gilmanton, and eventually 
some of the most beautiful ponds and lakes in New Hamp- 
shire.

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REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Loudon: 

This 1945 report to you will, in some details, differ from 
those of the past. We will include a written report and 
a chart with each division of town government requiring 
a current maintenance expense. ‘The report will deal with 
reasons and unusual factors that had a part in making 
the expense. ‘The chart will show at a glance the cost 
of that division for the past four years, including 1945, and 
an estimate for 1946. 

This report of your selectmen will discuss the overall 
picture of town government; will concern itself with taxes, 
property valuation, soldiers’ exemption, and the post war 
tax future of our town. 


Current Maintenance Expense 


On Town Meeting Day you adopted a budget calling 
for an expenditure of $31,609.89. ‘Che following is a brief 
summary of actual expenditures:

Taxes 


We are all interested in a low tax rate. If the rate is 
fair and reasonable we can better afford to own property 
and others are attracted to our town in search of farms, 
homes, or possibly the location of some new industry. It 
is the earnest desire of your selectmen to maintain such a 
rate. 


In Loudon, as in other country towns, many factors 
tend to raise taxes. Heavy all year use of cars and trucks 
has increased the cost of road maintenance; high school 
tuition, transportation of pupils, and increased teachers’ 
salaries make more school funds necessary; and when our 
returning service men take the $1,000.00 tax exemption 
which is their due, our valuations will decrease. 


Soldiers’ Exemption 


It is the right of our returning soldiers to ask for and 
receive $1,000.00 exemption on taxable property which 
they own. Our own boys, plus others who may buy or 
settle in town will be granted an estimated $60,000.00 of 
exemptions. Let us consider what this will do to our 
valuation. 


Property Valuation 


In 1945 our real estate was valued at $557,663.00 and our 
total taxable valuation was $719,621.00. It would appear 
that our soldiers’ exemption will approximate 10% of 
our real estate valuation. If nothing is done about it our 
tax rate will increase from $0.50 to $1.00 on $100.00 of 
valuation. 


The Post-War Tax Future 


If we allow taxes to increase to this extent, property 
owners can no longer afford to live in Loudon; we will 
lose some of our civic pride; and, even more important, it 
will cost us many good hard-earned dollars. 
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There is an article in our 1946 Town Warrant author- 
izing the selectmen to raise all real estate valuations by 
10% to absorb this expected increase in soldiers’ exemp- 
tions. Property in Loudon is carried at a low figure com- 
pared to many other towns; this increase would treat all 
of us alike; and our tax rate should remain about the same. 
We urge your careful consideration of the recommendation. 


It has been suggested that we look to the State for a 
solution of our tax problem, that we receive assistance in 
the form of more T. R. A. or Gas Money or more funds 
allocated to our schools. ‘This may one day be necessary, 
but let us now “‘stand on our own two feet” and work out 
a simple, sensible solution to our post-war tax future.

The graph shows that over a five year period the cost 
of this department had made a gradual increase with an 
estimated $8,101.96 for 1946. Some of you may ask, “what 
do we get for our money?” for it is an easy thing to “find 
fault” with the roads. Your Road Agent has been faced 
with the difficult problem of securing men and equipment 
to do his job. The cost of those employed has increased 
because of war time conditions. 

We have made use of the T. R. A. money available to 
the town during the war emergency to improve, grade, and 
tar three difficult hills. With the end of the war this money 
can no longer be used. It appears that we have about all 
the tar roads we can afford to maintain at the present. 
Nearly all the Gas Money must now be used each year 
to buy tar and spread sand. For a few years at least we 
should haul gravel, cut bushes, and improve our dirt roads 
instead of tarring new stretches of road to be maintained 
later.

For this reason they have been cut nearly 
in half in the past five years. We hope this trend will 
continue, 


Interest rates have become more favorable due to money 
conditions and the sound financial condition of our town. 
Ten years ago our money “hired in anticipation of taxes” 
cost 6%, now we are able to borrow at 4 of 1%. 


The town would save some interest if the $4,000 owed 
to the Maxfield Trust Fund was paid by money borrowed 
elsewhere.

Our County tax this year was $2,075.18 an increase of 
$634.45 over 1944. It is probable that it will be still higher 
in 1946. . 


The members of the School Board have done their best 
to keep expenses down in this division of our town govern- 
ment taking the largest share of our tax dollar. ‘Teachers’ 
salaries were raised slightly, transportation of pupils in- 
creased, and high school tuition was the highest in the 
history of our town. They were granted an increased 
budget in 1945 and it will be even higher in 1946. There 
is little we, or they, can do to reduce expenses. Our chil- 
dren deserve the best education possible and we must pay 
the cost. 


The increase in school costs has raised the tax rate $0.80 
on $100 of valuation in the past two years. Your select- 
men agree with the School Board that this was necessary, 
but it must not be allowed to continue.

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REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During 1945 this department responded to twenty six 
calls. None of these developed into anything that would 
be termed serious though several of them might have done 
so if prompt action had not been taken. Luckily this 
section of the state experienced a so-called spring brush 
fire season that held much less threat of woods fires than 
usual because of enough rain at regular intervals to keep 
the woods from becoming “‘tinder dry.” 


The Ladies’ Auxiliary has been helpfully active dur- 
ing the year, sponsoring many worthwhile activities and 
entertainments for membership enjoyment, profit, and 
community helpfulness. Among the latter being the diph- 
theria toxoid clinics which took care of over ninety-five 
children throughout the town. ‘The membership has sub- 
stantially increased and it is the earnest desire of those 
in charge that all interested become affiliated for still 
greater help and enjoyment in the future. 


Two worthwhile gifts during the year were most wel- 
come. First, two hundred and fifty feet of 214” factory 
fire hose increases the distance that water may be delivered. 
A collapsible ladder being the second, will facilitate work 
on roofs, in attics and tight places of all descriptions. 


An order has been placed with the government for con- 
siderable fire equipment that was put into service under 
the Office of Civilian Defense. ‘This equipment which in- 
cludes hose, ladders, and so forth has been used but very 
little, some not at all, and the cost is absurdly low. It 
is hoped and expected that this material will be turned 
over to us in the near future. 


From their own funds the Firemen’s Association pur- 
chased a Pacific-Marine portable pump together with the 
necessary suction hose and strainer. ‘This can be easily 


ay 


carried into the woods or to the water wherever it may 
be and water pumped when it would otherwise be impos- 
sible to do so. 

Though not furnishing physical assistance during the 
disastrous Alton Bay fire last August this department be- 
came a link in the Radio Communication Chain that was 
put into operation when other systems failed. 

A Canterbury exchange telephone has been recently in- 
stalled which now makes available lines on both this and 
the Chichester exchange thereby covering a much greater 
area directly. This number will be listed in the new 
spring issue of directories. 

A warning and a plea. A Christmas tree today MAY 
be a holocaust tomorrow, a tiny spark in the wrong place 
MAY cause a conflagration, a chimney fire tonight MAY 
be an attic fire in the morning. We sincerely hope you 
NEVER need us but call promptly IF you do.

PREVENT FOREST FIRES—IT PAYS 





An average of 7,300 acres of woodland are burned over 
by forest fires in New Hampshire each year destroying 
many thousand dollars worth of property of all descriptions. 
It costs many additional thousands of dollars and requires 
valuable man hours, taken from other essential work, to 
extinguish them. ‘These losses affect the personal fortunes 
of the owners and town and state economies. Everyone 
loses because of them. 


Analysis of fire causes reveal the fact that more than 98 
percent of all forest fires are, consistently, the result of 
human carelessness and are preventable! 

We have been extremely fortunate during the past few 
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years. Favorable fire weather and war time restrictions on 
travel which kept people off the highways and out of the 
woods have aided materially in reducing fire risks, keeping 
fires fewer and fire losses low. 


We now face changed conditions. People can travel 
freely. ‘Their love for travel and the freedom of the woods 
will bring them out in ever increasing numbers. This will 
step up fire risks materially. The accelerated cutting of 
the war years has resulted in additional thousands of slash 
acres. These factors, combined with a possible dry season 
and human carelessness could easily produce a catastrophe. 
Everyone must, consequently, be on their guard.: They 
should 


1. Be careful with fire or when smoking in or near 
woodlands. ; 

2. Cooperate with’the local forest fire warden and his 
deputies by 


a. Abiding cheerfully with whatever restrictions it 
may be necessary to impose. They are intended 
only to be helpful. 

b. Securing permits to burn debris when the ground 
is not covered with snow. 

c. Seeing that others comply with requirements. 


d. Promptly coming to the warden’s assistance when 
needed. : 


If these few fundamental practices are followed it will be 
possible to PREVENT a large proportion of FOREST 
FIRES from starting. — that PAYS!
